Horace M cKinley of La Crosse may 
be arrested under either one of the 
latter two names. 
One man, George Hibbard, has al­ 
ready been arrested in Portland upon 
advices from Sheriff Haugen, his cap­ 
ture being reported last night three 
hours after the first telegram 
was 
sent from here. 
Hibbard, however, 
is wanted by the state of Oregon as 
a witness in another land fraud case 
and his temporary release was secur­ 
ed by the 
prosecuting 
officers 
in 
Portland shortly after his arrest last 
night. 
Hibbard will he brought to 
La Crosse for trial when this case is 
concluded. 
The man most wanted by the au­ 
thorities here for alleged fraud against 
Mr. Goddard is S. A. D. Pitter. 
He 


is almost as well known in this city 
as Mr. McKinley, his close business 
associate, and the

quently stopped at the Stoddard hotel 
for days and weeks at a time while 
they were conducting

Most of 
the deals since found to be fradulant,

La Crosse was the main stamping 
ground of Puter and McKinley, while 
McKay, Hibbard and Biggs arc said 
to have done most of their work in 
and around Chicago,

known here, however, and that they 
are implicated in alleged shady deals 
concluder! here is indicated by the Is­ 
suance of warrants for their arrest. 
Present whereabouts of Puter and 
McKinley are unknown. 
Puter came 
east several weeks ago and was for 
a time in Chicago but all trace of him 
was lost there. 
M cKinley likewise 
seems to have vanished

struck the windy city two weeks ago. 
He left 'La Crosse after concluding 
his last deal here. two weeks ago last 
night, going

to Chicago. 
Mail from the La Crosse

W A SH IN G TO N , I). C , Dec. 9— 
Officials here of the great temper­ 
ance organizations of the country, in­ 
cluding the W. C. T. U., are taking 
deep interest in the attitude fostered 
by the brewers, and sustained by facts 
and opinions of eminent physicians, 
that beer is really a temperance bev­ 
erage as well as an article of food, 
deserving the good will of the tem­ 
perance people of the United States. 
Figure^ recently presented 
by the 
large brewers of the country to the 
president, showing that beer contains 
only about iZi, per cent of alcohol, 
far less than plain cider, and that its 
alcoholic contents are so small as 
to really prevent it being ranked in 
that class of drinks, have gone far 
toward removing prejudices and er­ 
roneous impressions in the minds of 
leading temperance advocates. Mem­ 
bers of congress now express the op­ 
inion that there will be less severe 
opposition on the part of the W. C. 
T. U. to replacing beer in the army 
canteen than heretofore, due to the 
removal of misconceptions that have 
long existed. 
Conspicuous army ofti-1 
cers, including General Chaffee and j 
General Fred D. Grant, have all u rg -! 
cd that beer again take a place in the 
canteen, as a promoter of temperance 
and morality in the army. 
. Following these things come reso­ 
lutions just adopted by 
the 
State 
Brewing Associations of New York, 
and Kentucky, in annual convention, 
asserting that alcoholism is almost 
unknown 
in 
European 
countries 
where malt beverages are largely con­ 
sumed; that 
Switzerland and other 
European governments 
discriminate 
between malt drinks and ardent s p l ­ 
its by heavily taxing the former and 
exempting beer altogether; that such 
should be the policy of the govern­ 
ment of the United States, and the 
temperance people; that beer is a diet 
of the working people 
and 
other 
classes, recognized by physicians of 
world-wide reputation as possessing 
more 
strength-building 
properties 
than an}' similar drink; appealing to 
the law-makers of the 
country to 
make suitable discrimination in our 
own laws; urging temperance advo­ 


cates inclined*to 
fairness to study 
beer, demanding that beer, instead of 
being classed as a liquor shall be re­ 
garded as a pure food, and willingly 
asking congress to adopt such pure 
food laws as will insure against any 
impurity in any direction in the pro­ 
duct. 
Such an attitude on the part of the 
brewing industry is naturally attract­ 
ing widespread attention in and out 
of the temperance world.
